About $25,000 in cash, besides in¬ 
vested securities to an amount un- 
kno'vn, are thus disposed of. 

The wholesale resignations re¬ 
cently of the leading writers pn 
McClure’s Magazine, such as Lin¬ 
coln Steffens, Ida Tarbell and 
others, with the announcement tliat 
they would start a magazine of 
their own, is now explained by the 
fact of t!:e odium that the proprie¬ 
tors of the magazine liave been cal¬ 
ling down tttwn themselves by 
fighting tlic efforts of the printers 
to get an eight-hour work-day. It 
is said the magazine owner, have 
gone over completely to the. cause 
of the Parry-site labor-crushers and 
tlic printers and other organized 
workers arc avoiding the magazine 
on the news stands as if it were a 
rattlesnake, and their friends arc 
doing likewise. 

They can have postal savings 
lianks and a parcels post in Eng¬ 
land, but you poor Americans can¬ 
not have any. Why? Pnncipalh'i 
because that portion of the capital¬ 
ist system known as the Banking 
assoriatinn and the Express com¬ 
panies, does not want its own busi¬ 
ness interfered with. It main¬ 
tains Senator Depew and others in 
congress to watch and b’oek all 
legislation looking to gos’cmment 
interference svith this kind of 
"legitimct” business. And that’s 
. the situation in a nut shell.

This m the 
point with many people 10 far as 
Socialism is' oonrerm^ The only 
thing to do in'such a case is to 
malts an bonsst investigatioa. In 
fact, as a Chicago University pro- 
fetsor recently said, h is a diagner 
at this stage of the world’s enlight¬ 
enment not tokcowaboutSnciahs.'n.

to put up at auction along' with the 
balance of his library for fear of 
mmiing _ up against tlie obscenity 
laws! . 4 nd so on. Tlie people are 
preparetl to hear anything of tlicse 
men. Being a law unto themselves 
they celebrate their financial suc¬ 
cess in life bv yielding to all sorts 
of dcnioralizati^s. 

And now a statistican of recog¬ 
nized ability, who makes a spiecialty 
of mortality figures, tells the people 
that “suicide is rafidly increasing 
and the value of life comparativciv 
decreasing.” ■ Why should self- 
destruction rapidly increase tunler 
a bencficient and continuous pros¬ 
perity such as the mouthpiece.! of 
capitalism assure us exists in this 
counlry If their representation, 
e.re true why should men seek «*- 
cape in death ? The plain fact of the 
matter is that the capitalist system 
is approaching its dwiine and lias 
ceased to be a benefit to the great 
mass of. the people By craft, 
avarice and luck some pec^le suc¬ 
ceed, but they are the exceptions, 
and even their success spells dis¬ 
aster for others. Nature has no 
place for the unfit in its scheme of 
things.

I'ave the jicople had a mayor 
wlio really served them instead of 
the corjyirations, all these things 
have made life strenuous for the 
citizens of Manitowoc and !hey are 
watching rminicip.al matters as they 
never did before. They sec in 
•Mayor Stolze a repre.scntativc of 
their intercst.s — the ■ interests 
if the working class against the 
coriKirations—tliat is, the capitali.ts 
who liavc been adiling to the profits 
taken out of lalxir the big ex tor- 
tie- s niiulc possible by franchise 
snaps and the like.

getting a little more public service 
than can be had in the ordinary vil¬ 
lage or suburb. Its only bad feat¬ 
ure lies in the f.ict that the public 
will set it down as an cxi>criincnt in 
.Socialism, and then when it fails, 
as it may, will feel convinced tiul 
Socialism has licen tried again ai:d 
found not to work. They wiil set 
it down in thr long list of com- 
numi.-itic experiments like Kusicin 
and Brook I-ann on the snp|>osition 
tliat such attempts are really So¬ 
cialism. 

Yet tltc fact remains that the .Sin¬ 
clair experiment has its goo<l 
points. Jane .Addams has charac¬ 
terized house work as "a belated in¬ 
dustry.” It lu.s not kept pace with 
modem achievement. . It is a prinii-' 
live, laborious, woman-killing em¬ 
ployment, and little has ever Ixxn 
done to lessen its interminable 
ilrudgcry. Sooner or later the peo¬ 
ple collectively will step in to fur¬ 
nish relief through the iiitroductum 
of co-operative undertakings. Dish 
washing, clothes washing, sweeping 
and so on, all will doubtiest be 
taken Iwld of in time by science and 
co-cmeration and^ moaetnized and 
■ftnocred the least'of the hotis?*' 
wife'a worries. Until this it clone 
ihc average housewife will continue 
to look the faded flower that she it. 
a wreck at thirty—although good 
<oolcs and healthful frethnest are 
.'upposed to be woman’t especial 
prerogative.

The Wircomiin "outlaw” Dietz, 
wlio hat had recourte to the thot- 
gun to protect hit title to a dam that 
a powerful lumber company wants, 
and who has held possession for 
two or three years in defiance of the 
corporation and the sheriff s posse, 
hat given his version of the matter 
to the press. In it .he tells some 
things tlut raise the question at to 
whicli is the outlaw, the county as 
administered by old party pets of 
capitalism, or this lone man armed 
with a sht.*gim to protect himself 
from the court game of plunder 
which corporations are ready to 
play with siurh undoubted “le¬ 
gality.” Says Dietz: 

“liiat I am right in my conten¬ 
tions with the company we have 
the papers in black and white to 
convince the must skqitical, but 
fntan’t county it where they do 
things to -suit the gang, where the 
secretary of tbe school Ixiard draws 
$10,000 per annum for his services 
while tne children go without 
schcxiliiig, and lets the job of build¬ 
ing a tenool house to himself and 
sublets it the same day at $500 
profit; where the county jtulge 
commits boys to the rriorm 
school without a hearing: where 
they are faming the Iminty on 
ailil animals; wl^e the chairman 
of the town saves the scalps of wild 
.-inimals when he issues his certifi¬ 
cate sad calls them his butterflies, 
and when he is-ants a transient or 
Indian vote he simply gives them a 
iKittcrfly or two; where there is no 
apfiearance at court against any 
criminal if his relatives vote for the 
gang, and otlicr depredations too 
numerous to mention.'' 

The Dietz case has laid ba'c auitc 
a littW of the hypocrisy of the thing 
wc call law arttl order—that is, or¬ 
der maintained by politicians in 
office acting under L-'-vs nu'le to 
suit the purposes of the capitalist 
class. 

Did you ever stop to think what 
proixjrtion of the food supfily of the 
eoumry goes to waste bv reason of 
the present system? To tW-stroy 
food when the people need it is the 
most fright hi', of crimes,, and you 
know b<TW indignant voa have felt 
when you have read of whole train 
loads of bananas bring dumped into 
twan^ lo H-tep down the supply 
and the prices up. But just ocm-' 
sider tbe other kind of stfihdr, sysc- 
tematk waste of food because of 
tbe capitalist system. The only 
excuse c system of business has for 
exbtaoce fa that it serves tlie peo¬ 
ple. And yet between the people and 


the fooil products of our fields and. 
orchards and gardens stands tiie 
robber baron of commercialism say¬ 
ing to us “pay our prices, or tna 
food rots.” 

The fkicialist method is $0 dif¬ 
ferent from the capitalist method 
that it is profitable to contrast them. 
Under Socialism, where no private 
profit making would intervene, the 
f(x>d would go direct to the people 
.nul there wotiKI Jjie scarcely any, 
waste at all. But it is not so wim 
tlic capitalist system, for it relies 
on private interest to get the foods 
to the people. There is a market 
in between made up of men who 
must get their living out of the 
transaction. They hokl tiie food 
until it is sold at a prefitabte price, 
and if the sales arc slow they must 
iigurc. on the probable waste due 
to the food's pcrisliablcness, so ihak 
to get any food at all the people 
must also pay for the food they do 
not get but which goes to w-aste. 

In conversation with a city offi¬ 
cial of Milwaukee we were told that 
the amount of fruit carted away, 
from the grocery stores recently, 
Ijy the garbage collectors was ap¬ 
palling—sixiilcd fruit that should 
I avc .gone to the people, yet which 
v-as held hack by commercialism 
until it sfioiled—and spoiled in 
plain view of tbe people wlio needed 
it! This loss of property is just as 
serious as the loss of pioperfy hf, 
fire, yet one is consitlered naturu 
and all right, while a dty maintauis 
an cx|)cnsive fire department to pre¬ 
vent the other. 

TIic capitalist system is essential¬ 
ly wasteful, whichever way yflu 
view It, and this deliberate spoulair ’ 
of food is one of its most griesYnto 
sins.

justice to the people in the matter of rates.^nd fair treatment of the 
workers in cespect lo hours of labor, wag;es, etc., and espedaliy shall 
provide for the transfer of the utility to public ownership at the ear¬ 
liest possible hour. Or, piwidcd further, that the granting of such 
franenise sliall first be approved by general referendum of the res* 
pectis'e city or township. 

Ninth. Every city in Wisconsin shall have the right to take po»* 
session of all its public utilities by paying to the present owners the 
price of the properties involved as fixed by an impartial jury, the s^ie 
not to include any franchise values; and every city and township s^l 
have the right to issue bonds for that purpose. All unlimited francluscs 
now in evristence to be declared null and void. 

Tenth, complete sclf-gtvcmincnt for cities and townships. They 
shall have the right to erect public slaughter houses, cold-storage 
plants, elevators, coal .and wood yards, ice houses, stock yards, and 
manufacture commodities and sell Uicm to the citizens at cost 

Eleventh, the state sltall provide free scluxil books and school uten¬ 
sils to die pupils of the public schools. We also de¬ 
mand l<^slation enablimj school districts in the country to give bet¬ 
ter school 'facilities and free transportation for the children to and 
from school. 

. Twelfth, that no further w.iter rights shall be given away to in¬ 
dividuals or private corporations, and tltose that have been given 
away, shall be recovered as rapidly as possible. All mineral rights re¬ 
served in p'ivate contract shall be abolished. Ko land belonging to the 
stale slull be sold, and all lands now belonging to the state shall be kept 
lor state purposes. 

Thirteenth, that steps be taken to prirtcet the head^watm of our 
rivers. We ^mand also the reforesting of denuded tracts suit¬ 
able for reforesting, so as to provide wooded land for future gen¬ 
erations who luve been robbed by the timber thieves.

This is because a great deal of 
the time and energy of the private 
firm? under competition is spent, 
not m the production and distribut¬ 
ing of coal, hut in the efifort to un¬ 
dersell and overreach each other. 

.\nd, fortunately, we have one 
actual example of this existing in 
the postal and tclegraghic depart¬ 
ment of tire state. For it is a fact 
whicii iw one attempts to ileny that 
the postoflice manages this branch 
of the national business a great deal 
better than'it ever was or ever 
could be managed by a number of 
small firms in competition with each 
other. 

On the lytli of June, the Clarion 
(}uotcd from Tlic_N'ew Nation the 
Lollowing paragraph: 

"As vjon as I get up a good 
tiling, say in cliocolatc," says a 
merchant, "some rival will imitate 
it in quality and sell it at a lower 
rate. To hold mv'own Tve to cut 
his price; hut as 1 cxn't do that and 
make a profit, I must idulterateatlie 
article a little. He knows the dodge, 
and he will do the same thing. So 
we go, cutting at each other, un- 
[ til both of our articles arc so chc'ip 
and poor tliat nobody will buy them. 
Then I start the pure goods again 
untler another name, and the whole 
circus lias to be gone over again.” 

Every man who know's .•vnything 
of trade knows Iiow genera! is the 
knavish practice of adulteration. As 
a Lancashire man you will need no 
lecture on the evils of calica-sizing. 
Now. all ailuUcration is directly ilue 
^to competition. l.X> you douhl it? 
.\Ilow me to prove my statement by 
quoting from a speech hy John 
Bright. John Bright was a great 
aj«>stlc of grad-grindery. He 
a champion of coiiipetitiun, an op- 
ivmcnt of trade imionism; and in 
the speech to which I uiii-.'le he in- 
icndet! to cxciist a<liiUerat!on, aivl 
he said: 

".Adulteration is only anoth'r 
form of competition."

at law completely worn out. It U 
for these ten million farmers to 
shake off the stupor under which 
they now are, to organize this in¬ 
dustry under the banner of the co- 
ojierative common-wealth, reduce 
the liours of labor, and ct)joy llic 
full product of tlieir toil.

nut to say the truth. 

CONCLUSION. 

In all that has been here written 
it is lyai.-.ly sliown tliat the incen¬ 
tive wiiicli capitalism claims to set 
Ixforc men is a low one; it apjieals 
only lo man's baser nature. With 
the parasitic class it is a de¬ 
sire lo live, to make millions, 
and to obtain jiowcr by tile 
labor of others—in filhcr words to 
get so' ielhing for notliing. Witli 
the exploited class it is simply a de¬ 
sire lo make .some sort of a living, 
however narrowing and dcRtading 
.such a .state of living may he. In 
neither case is there anything cn- 
nohling, or anything tliat apiwals 
to the lietter and higher nature of 
man. 

SiKialism on the other hand, 
while it will retain the iiiccnlh-c.— 
the de.sire to make a living, will not 
I be satisfietl with any sort of a liv¬ 
ing hilt will demand the highest 
tyi>e of living tlut the progress of' 
tin: age provides. It will .set !>c- 
foie man the high incentives.—the 
duty anc) privilege of lioiiestlv 
earning his own living liy the work 
of his own liands; the ilesire to tic 
a factor in progress, in in'vctilion, 
in discovery, in .scientific rosearcli; 


Fourteenth, that laws be enacted, limiting the working of youths

Fire 
would destroy if my hand felt no 
pain when in contract with the 
flama. Pain makes us care for this 
suit of the. sou], which temporarily 
invert the spirit. • 

If we g;o contrary to nature's 
law, wittingly or ignorantly, we are 
victims of pa.in or destruction. Man. 
animal, and plant arc all subject 
to the same laws. 

Pathology is only physiologj- 
carried to excess. Fatigue is a 
form of suffering to warn that cer¬ 
tain elements poisonous to the body 
have been gwerated within, and 
that we must pause till they are 
eliminated by the process of life- 
chemistry, active during rest. 

We can conquer pain by alroid- 
ing its causes; we can only avoid 
h by knowledge. Knowledge asnies 
by experience. 

If we but knew or realized that 
no law of nature can be violated 
except an inexcorable penalty be 
exacted in pain, h'-'w much greater 
happiness might result. This lav- 
applies equally to every department 
of our lives; whether it be physical. 


mental, spiritual, tnoral or intcl- 
lectuaL ' 

All our sufferings are due to ig¬ 
norance- When we learn, that firt 
is painful we avoid its burnings. 
We arc taught only through pain. 

The harsh grindstone makes the 
sharp axe. 

Anguish drives us to effort, and 
it is only through endeavor that we 
make any progress whatever. There 
is no royal ro^ to any success. The 
price of cvenr gain must be paid 
Let no man cheat himself by think¬ 
ing otherwise, hot rather let him 
gird up his loins and courageously 
endure hardships, care, un'l the 
drenchings of sorrow. They are 
designed for his advancement and 
good It is only thus tliat he can go 
forward. To learn in his fate; and 
he cafti only learn through suffer¬ 
ing. And if he does not see the les¬ 
son intended, he must suffer again 
and again till he lias dear virion, 
and obedient lieart. Nature is ob¬ 
durate and mcrdless. She will be 
obeyed, or slays ru'.'alcssly, even 
unto the. last —Open Court.

f in the mind of man the "court pyeacher" is 
set down as a lower tvpc of manhood than the 
court jester, or fool.

‘ ' The king’s fool t^ay is the subsidized capitalist 

editor (the Qiicago Chronicle staff gives us a classk illustration of 
this) and the court preacher bobs up in the guise of a “People’s” 
pulpit pastor, iireieiiding to sjieak in tlic naiiK and in the*intercsts 
of the people, out in reality kept —in all the ugliness of the moilernired 
meaning of that word—by some capitalist or corporation having a 
public ax to grind.

Milwaukee has an approach to this sort of thing in the Rev. 
Tliom.'ui IL Harr, court preacher to Qiarles Pfi.ster, and tlie big graft 
interests, seemir'iy. He has been given free boa.-d and kee]) at the 
Hotel Pfistcr and hi.:s used the lOkiruin of the ."PerqileV pulpit for 
the jnirjiosc of preaching sentions extolling the grafter interests in 
general and Boss Ifister in (larticular. On several occa.-iions he 
burst forth in rhap.sodics over the pul,lie spirit of Pfister and Ikggs 
in their hard work to save the First National Bank from a disastnius 
run when Pfister’s old pal. Frank Bigelow, was discovercil to have 
Ikcii milking that institution to the tunc of a few millions oi dollars. 
Bair imlicatcd that gratitude for that act <if "public spirit” sluniltl 
pul the mantle of charity over all the other sunilry acts of tlic Pfistcr 
cirt^iorations in their franchUcs and Imld-iips of ilie ])c<.,plc of Milwau¬ 
kee. "It was fine public spirit, of course! 

But their only thought of the public at that time was fear tlwt the 
people would wake up and overturn all their sacred vesicil rights. 
And their interest in keeping cixifidcnce in the liank was simply to 
prevent a panic that w-ould swe-.*i> down some of their financial card 
houses. 

How can we give Barr the benefit of tlit doubt in such a matter. 
Is t conceivable that he could have mistaken tlieir private and [)er- 
sonil worry and action for any thing approaching public concern? 
A man who can make a success of the “Pccrtilc’s’* piihiit game is not 
so foolish as all that. 


And now Barr bdbs up again, and this time in a still more unen¬ 
viable light. The district attorney of .Milwaukee countv, MeCkvern, 
lus been putting the grafters on the rack. . ’ 

It is true he lias only been able to get the smaller culprits—to 
ottly scratch the surface of Milwaukee's shame, as the grand jury put 
it—but we have to admit tlial he has done good work as far as he tins 
U:en able to go, considering all the obstacles plutocracy lias llirown 
in his path. Of course the street railway h.is m't been brought to 
bo-,k for tlut morgue site deal, .-uid other big men, who are pretty well 
known to have bought legislation right and 'eft and to have been '.he 
leaders in the comii'tion of the representatives of the people in the 
cmmcil ami cour*;. board have not been caught, still the district attor¬ 
ney's office has tkme good work- 

It is no wonder therefore tliat the graft fraternity, big and little, 
are yelling (or a "siiuare deal,” ^nd tlut there Iws alnWly been gotten 
together a big pot of money, made up of contributions from big and 
little criNjks to trv to down .McGovern in the primaries of the Repub- 
licatr party. 

Tlicy have picked cxi a young justice court lawyer named Bodcii to 
servt their ends and liavc helped hii t put out big jxMters, C’OSTLNG 
niOUSA.NDSof IH)LL.AR.S, to pi -misc a ’■square<leal,”hoping that 
the ifjnorant voter will not know wliat this means and vote for Bekicn 
thinkuig. be means thereby an honest cnfoiccme-nt of law. 

it is their one chance. The only way they can get freedom for 
tlKisc of their numlier who have been caught is to get possession of 
the district attorney's office. A district attorneywhowouldonlyprose- 
culc the graft cases in a half-hearted w-iy and lose the cases' would 
niian a gootl deal to the grafters.

H'ts song appeared in an afternoon pa¬ 
per of the past week, and he does his level best to help • n tlie fight 
for possession of the district attoroev's office. Neither the Reformers 
nor the Social-Democrats suit him. ’The office should be in "safe” 
hamls. Pretty digraceful work for a preacher I 

And thus endeth the tliird lesson I 
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
